Free Dumping 

The City of Romulus Depart- 
ment of Public Works (located at 
34100 Goddard Road) has an- 
nounced that Romulus residents 
will be able to take advantage of 
free dumping (no more than two 
loads per day) on the following 
dates: Saturday, May 30, and Sat- 
urday, June 6, from 7 a.m. to 3 
p.m.; and Monday through Friday, 
June 1-5, from8:30 a.m. to3 p.m. 

Materials such as concrete, 
dirt, yard waste, liquid waste (pe- 
troleum products, paint, etc.), and 
large items (boats, sheds, Cars/ 
engines, etc.) cannot be disposed; 
a maximum of four tires will be 
accepted, but must be dumped 
separately from other debris. 

All users must show proof of 
residency. Dumping area is en- 
tered "at your own risk.” Children 
are not allowed in the dumpster 
area; unsupervised children are 
not allowed on the premises.

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Candidates Vie for School Board Seats 


Editor's note: To help voters pre- 
pare forthe June 8 school election, “the 
little paper" has profiled all five candi- 
dates who are competing for the two 
available seats on the Board of Educa- 
tion. Candidates were invited to provide 
as much (or as little) detail as they 
wishedconcerning theircampaign agen- 
das and personal data. To avoid the 
appearance of giving anyone preferen- 
tial treatment, the profiles have been 
arranged in alphabetical order. 

Ted Armstrong | 

"| know that I'll have a lot to learn, 
but I'm a quick study," said Theodore 
"Ted" Armstrong. "| am very open- 
minded, a good listener, and | will al- 
ways have our children's best interest 
at heart.” 

Armstrong promises that, if he's 
elected to the Board, his first priority will 
be urging his colleagues to address the 
still-unsettled teacher contract. 

"Our teachers haven't had a con- 
tract since 1994," he stated. "That's not 
right; no one should have to work under 
those conditions. There's got to be a 
happy medium somewhere, and! would 
commit myself to finding that common 
ground.” 

Another key issue for Armstrong is 
student safety. 

"I'm concerned that our current 
transportation policy is putting our chil- 
dren in jeopardy,” he explained. "| have 
been told that Romulus school buses 
do nottransport students in grades three 
and over if they live within a mile of the 
school and don't have to cross a major 
thoroughfare to get there. 
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"|don'tunderstand this,” Armstrong 
continued. "Many of our buses are only 
half full; why not use them? Why are we 
subjecting our children to needless dan- 
ger? This is the '90s — no streets are 
absolutely safe, regardless of the town 
they're in. During the past year, a num- 
ber of students have been accosted by 
strangers during their daily trek to and 
from school. So far, none of these inci- 
dents have provento be dangerous, but 
who knows how long our luck will last? 

"Many Romulus parents have to 
work, and some of them can't afford the 
expense of having someone drop off 
and pick up their children every day. 
Their children shouldn't be forced to 
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ardous conditions imposed by inclem- 
ent weather.” 

Also among Armstrong's priorities 
is increasing the number of extracur- 
ricular activities available tothe district's 
youth. 

"I'd really like to see more after- 
school and summer programs planned 
for our kids," he said, “especially those 
of elementary-school age.” 

Armstrong feels that one of his as- 
sets as a Board member would be the 
fact that he's nota "politician." 

"I'm just an average Joe," he de- 
clared, "and | believe that | can repre- 
sent others who have the same needs 
and concerns that | do."

The 30-year-old Armstrong has lived 
in Romulus for 16 years, and graduated 
from Romulus High School in 1986. For 
the past eight years, he has been em- 
ployed at the Ford Motor Company's 
Wayne Assembly Plant. 

He and his wife Debbie have two 
children: Nichole, age 10, and Dustin, 
who is eight. 
Debbie Dick 

“The number-one goal of our com- 
munity should be to restore unity within 
our school district," said Debbie Dick, a 
longtime local resident who says that 
she's been involved in Romulus Com- 
munity Schools since her oldest child 
began kindergarten in 1981. "To begin 
this process, our teachers need a 
contract." 

Dick expressed concern that the 
School Board's recent decision to imple- 
ment its wage offer (a three-percent 


increase in the salary schedule and an. 


additional two-percent bonus for 1996— 
1997, as wellas atwo-percent increase 
in salary schedule and additional two- 
percent bonus for 1997-1998) — with- 
out a contract — will hinder negotiations 
between the teachers and the district. 
"It's notthat| don't believe ourteach- 
ers deserve everything we can affordto 
give them; | do,” Dick explained. "I just 
think that giving the increase without a 


contract diminishes both sides' incen-. 


tive to negotiate an agreement quickly." 

Another of Dick's priorities is reduc- 
ing the number of students in each 
classroom. 

"Although the district has already 
made a start in this area for grades 
kindergarten through three, | would like 
to see more of an effort made for all 


Among Dick's endorsers are Team- 
sters Local #214 and the local chapter 
of the Michigan Education Association 
(teachers' union). 

A 1970 graduate of Wayne Memo- 
rial High School, Dick has also attended 
Eastern Michigan University. ltwas dur- 
ing her days as an EMU student that 
she began working part-time for the 
Wayne Recreation Department. In the 
spring of 1972, a Federal grant allowed 
the City of Wayne to upgrade her status 
to full-time recreation supervisor; two 
years later, she became a full-time City 
employee. From 1984 to 1989, Dick 
served as Recreation Director for the 
City of Romulus — a position which she 
resumed, under Mayor William Oakley, 
in 1995. 

Dick has been married for 22 years 
to husband Ron — who, as one of the 
people working on the final phaseout at 
Hayes Wheels in Romulus, is among 
the plant's few remaining employees. 
The couple has four children: Michele, 
21, who will be entering her senior year 
at Grand Valley State University; Sean, 
19, a sophomore at Henry Ford; and 
eight-year-olds Jessica and Jennifer, 
who are third-graders at Wick Elemen- 
tary School.

"Lam committed to working hard to 


make things happen in this district," ~ 


Said Sheri Hicks, "and | am confident 
that | will offer a voice that is not afraid 
to challenge the current administration 
for the better good of all students." 
Another parent who has been ac- 
tive in the district since her children 
entered school, Hicks’ list of involve- 
ment includes: 
* a year of service on the Parent/ 
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grades," said Dick. "Clearly, reducing 
the pupil-to-teacher ratio would mean 
hiring more teachers — especially since 
several proposals for new housing = 
projects are sure to increase the num- 

ber of students in our district inthe not- = 
too-distant future. It also may mean that 
some of the elementaries willhave tobe 
enlargedto accommodatethe additional = 
classes." 

Dick sees the need to realign the 
job descriptions forsome of the district's 
administrative positions as current ad- 
ministrators retire. 

“One group that | am really happy 
withis the building administrators,” Dick 
Stated. "] think that the principals are 
doing a great job at all levels — elemen- 
tary, middle school, and high school." 

Finally, Dick said that she would

In the Spotlight: Rebecca Bales 


(Editor's note: This is the second in 
a series of three articles highlighting the 
life and profession of Romulus High 
School graduates who have returned 
this year to teach in the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools. Featured in this issue 
is Rebecca Bales, who teaches second 
grade at Barth Elementary School.) 

"| love teaching in Romulus. | feel 
that | know how the school system 'ticks' 
because of my previous experiences in 
education here. My students think it's 
really cool, too," said Rebecca "Becky" 
Bales, a first-year teacher at Barth Ele- 
mentary School. Becky attended ele- 
mentary, junior-high, and high school in 
Romulus, graduating from Romulus 
High School in 1990. 

Part of Becky's inspiration to be- 
come ateacher came fromthe teachers 
she had in school. 

"| feel | was blessed to have some 
of the best teachers that any student 
could ask for. Romulus teachers were 
my role models toward education at 
every level. | would not be a teacher 
today if | did not have all the positive 
support of my teachers throughout my 
education,” she proudly proclaimed. 

Becky's mother, Carole Bales, was 
the secretary at Wick Elementary when 
her daughter was attending Romulus 
schools. She remembers Becky help- 
ing out at the school. 

"Becky moved stock, distributed 
teaching supplies, typedclassroomilists, 
and worked in the office," said Carole. 

Becky also has fond memories 
about those days with her mother, and 
feels that they gave her an insight into 
school operations that most students 
never have achance to acquire. 

School friend and confidant Chris- 
tine (Stratton) Mink has known Becky 
for 20 years. 

"We started first grade together at 
Merriman School, and went through 
each school as friends," Christine re- 
called. "| always thought she would be 
a nurse because she carried a first-aid 
kit around with her all the time. Becky 
was a serious student, but we had a lot 

of fun together. | am glad she returned 
to Romulus as a teacher because | 
know she will be a great asset to the 
school district. Just yesterday, she told 
me how much she loved teaching and 
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with her second-grade students outside Barth Elementary School. 


each child in her class. She told me that 
they are so unique and wonderful. 
"Yes, Becky is agreat teacher, and 
| am proud to know her and to have 
grown up with her," she concluded. 
Becky feels that her experiences in 
the Romulus School District were posi- 
tive ones, and she enjoyed them very 
much. She said that the diversity and 
high level of education provided by the 
district prepared her for the world of 
university life and work. It was natural, 
then, that she returned to her home 
townto pursue her career after graduat- 
ing from Eastern Michigan University. 
"Romulus is awonderful school dis- 
trict with outstanding resources for both 
teachers and students,” Becky ex- 
plained. "I felt that the staff would be 
willing to lend a helping hand, and, 
since | first joined the team at Barth, that 
is exactly what has happened.” 
On September 3, 1997, Becky 
greeted her first classroom of students. 
"You know, | was excited and en- 
thused, but also a little frightened,” she 
said. "Lwas not exactly sure that | could 
teach all of them. It is a monumental 
responsibility that | do not take lightly.” 
Eight months later, a now confident 
and still enthusiastic Becky described 


her class as "nice, fun to be with, ener- 
getic, and bright." She even boasted, 
"Already, they're doing multiplication.” 

Spending time in Becky's class- 
room is a wonderful experience for the 
students. The children seem happy and 
content as they work and learn, feeling 
relaxed but challenged. 

Comments from second-graders 
Stephanie and Brittney were typical of 
those from Becky's students when they 
described what they liked about their 
teacher: "She teaches us in a nice way, 
always helping, even with our spelling. 
She is a nice teacher who is sweet to 
us," wrote Stephanie. Brittney added, 
"She is sweet, nice, and friendly, and if 
you need a hug, she will give you one. 
She is cool, helps us, and is the best in 
the school." This positive feeling that 
emanates from Becky's classroom is 
due to the educational philosophy that 
underlies her teaching methods. 

When asked what was the best 
thing about teaching, Becky did not 
hesitate to answer. 

"The kids!" she exclaimed. "| enjoy 
being around the students on a daily 
basis. The students have a lot of enthu- 
siasm about learning, which gives me 
enthusiasm about teaching.”

"It is great working with new teach- 
ers again, especially Becky!" she Said.

Becky has done a great job 
this year in meeting the various needs 
of her students, and| feel honored to be 
working with her as a mentor.” 

As a student at Romulus High 
School, Becky was a cheerleader, edi- 
tor of the yearbook, and active in many 
clubs, including student government. 
Today, she is a successful teacher 
whose enthusiasm, dedication, and fair- 
ness make her a "chip off the old block” 
of her parents, Danand Carole Bales.

attend Board meetings was the altera- 
tion ofthe district kindergarten schedule. 

"| wanted to stop the changing of 
the kindergarten class schedule from 
the former ‘five half-days’ to the current 
‘two full-days/one half-day" program,” 
she explained. "I still have strong feel- 
ings about this. | campaigned hard to 
get the parents of these kindergartners 
to convince the Board to stop this ac- 
tion. That's when | iearned that even 
getting 40 to 50 parents coming to 
School Board meetings to protest the 
decision could have no bearing on ei- 
ther the Board or the administration. 

"If I'm elected," she continued, "| 
will ask for documentation to show 
whether this has been beneficial for the 
kids, or if their test scores have gone 
down — something we cannot afford in 
this district." 

Hicks believes that most district 
employees are doing their best for Ro- 
mulus children, but is concerned that 
circumstances could lead their commit- 
ment to waver. 

"It is my opinion that the current 
group of school administrators is, over- 
all, the best that Romulus has had in 
years," she stated. "| know many of 
them now, and they are some of the 
hardest working, most dedicated and 
Caring principals that any district could 
ask for. The same could be said about 
many of our teachers. 

"However, my main concern is this: 
How long will the teachers remain this 
way, working without a contract? | don't 
have a great deal of knowledge about 
the finances of the district, but! will push 
to resolve the teacher-contract issue as 
quickly as possible. This has gone on 
way too long. Not every city has nego- 
tiations that drag on for four to five 
years. We needto know why this seems 
to be the norm in our district." 

Hicks also commented that, since 
she announced her candidacy, many 
people have asked her when Board 
meetings will be televised on cable. 

"That's the same thing I've been 
asking for over three years,” she said, 
“but it seems to be a very low priority for 
both the administration and the current 
Board. | have asked why — with all the 
one-time-only money from the bond is- 
sue — we haven't moved forward with 
this. There was supposedly a survey 
done whichshowedthattelevising Board 
meetings had very low priority for school 
parents. | saw the survey and, the way 
it was done, | would have put it at a low 
priority, too. Yet, | believe that there are 
many people who would be interested 
in seeing what goes on at these meet- 

ings, and that televising them would be 
away to increase parental involvement." 

Despite her outspokenness about 
a number of issues, Hicks denied that 

she has focused only on the negative. 


"It may seem like I'm unhappy about 
many things inourdistrict, but that would 
not be a true representation of how | 
really feel," she said. "Sure, | see many 
areas that | would like to improve on, 
and feel that | can help accomplish such 
improvements. 

"| also see that this district has 
made some very positive steps—through 
the vision of the School Board, district 
administrators, and many teachers —to 
improve the overall education of all stu- 
dents here in Romulus. These steps 
include the alignment of the curriculum 
fromkindergarten through twelfth grade; 
the use of 'reteaching’ teachers who 
help the students who are just missing 
their MEAP goals; and striving to in- 
crease the amount of parental volun- 
teer time. | support all of these goals 
and feel that, with everyone's support, 
we will begin to see test Scores improve 
in our district in the next few years. The 
increase of ourtest scores has to stay a 
priority if we expect to be able to attract 
new housing to Romulus, and hope to 
keep property values up.” 

In closing, Hicks urged voters to 
consider another candidate, as well. 

"Since there are two positions avail- 
able, | strongly urge the people of Ro- 
mulus to support the candidacy of 
Debbie Dick," she stated. "| have known 
Debbie for many years, and we have 
sat through many Board meetings to- 
gether. She is an outstanding candidate 
and has much to offer to this district. 
The School Board would benefit im- 
mensely from her talents. 

"| honestly don't think | have ever 
seen any of the other candidates at a 
single meeting,” she added. "! person- 
ally would feel uncomfortable voting for 
anyone who has never shown an inter- 
est in attending School Board meetings 
before now." 

The 22-year resident of Romulus 
graduated from Melvindale High School 
in 1974, and has recently begun taking 
classes at Henry Ford Community Col- 
lege. She has worked as a customer 
service and office manager at Header 
Products for the past 10 years. 

Hicks has been married for 22 years 
to husband Jim, who is currently em- 
ployed by the City of Romulus Depart- 
ment of Public Works. The couple has 
three children: Aaron, a 1996 graduate 
of Romulus High School who is now 
attending Henry Ford Community Col- 
lege; Ryan, a 1997 graduate who is also 
a student at Henry Ford; and Brandon, 
an eighth-grade student at Romulus 
Middle School. 

Alan Lambert 

"| have always had an interest in 
our children's education and what's 
going onin our schools, but | was never 
able to serve on the School Board be- 
cause | hadto work the night shift,” said 
Alan Lambert. "Now that I'm finally able 


to work days, | want to do my part to 
make sure our young people get the 
best education possible.” 

Lambert is a familiar figure to many 
local citizens. For more than 17 years, 
the lifetime Romulus resident has been 
working to improve his community in 
one capacity or another, spending seven 
years onthe Romulus City Council (1981 
to 1988) and devoting better than a 
decade as a Romulus police officer. In 
fact, public service seems to be in the 
Lamberts’ blood: brother Russell was 
also a member of the Romulus City 
Council, and father Daniel was active in 
the 1960s and ‘70s. 

Lambert said that his first priority 
would be a teacher contract. 

"We have to get back to the single 
most important thing: getting the best 
education for our children," he declared. 
"That's why | believe that acontract has 
to be negotiated soon.” 

School taxes are another big issue 
for Lambert. 

"| want to take a Serious look at the 
possibility of reducing our taxes to give 
taxpayers some relief,” Lambert stated. 
"| think we could cut back ona milortwo 
and still Survive." 

Lambert also would like to see Board 
meetings aired on cable television in 
the near future. 

"| think that most parents have a 
genuine interest in and concern about 
our district's affairs," he said. "Unfortu- 
nately, hectic schedules and child-care 
difficulties make it almost impossible for 
many of them to spend an evening at 
the Board office. By televising the meet- 
ings, we can make it easier for parents 
to stay informed about what's happen- 
ing in our schools, and that will, in turn, 
encourage their further involvement in 
the district.” 

Lambert feels that his ongoing con- 
tact with the residents of Romulus has 
given him an insight into their concerns. 

"As apolice officer, | get achance to 
talk with a lot of different people in our 
town: students, parents, and business- 
men and -women,” he explained. "It's 
given me the opportunity to take the 
pulse of the community, so to speak." 

Another asset that Lambert believes 
he would bring to the Board is his previ- 
OuS experience aS a member of City 
Council. 

"I'm already familiar with the ma- 
chinery of government," said Lambert. 
"| have seven years of experience in 
establishing workable budgets, making 
difficult policy decisions, and trying to 
find the best method of accommodating 
the needs of the majority. | know that | 
can make good use of that experience 
for the Romulus Community Schools 
and the people of our community." 

Among those endorsing Lambert 
are the local chapter of the Michigan 
EducationAssociation (teachers' union) 


and various other district employees 
(including Local #64). 

The 43-year-old Lambert, who 
graduated from Romulus High School 
in 1973, has attended both Wayne 
County and Schoolcraft community col- 
leges, although he has not yet earned a 
degree. He was formerly employed by 
General Motors before going to work for 
the Romulus Police Department. 

Lambert's children are Cary (22), 
Sara (20), Jennifer(17), and Justin (11). 
Eddie Woods 

"My overall goalas amember ofthe 
Romulus Board of Education would be 
to work effectively with parents, teach- 
ers, administrators, and other Board 
members to improve our schools for ai/ 
students,” said Eddie Woods (not to be 
confused with current Board member 
Michael Woods, to whom he is not 
related). 

Getting the community at large in- 
volved in a commitment to higher aca- 
demic achievement is the key to our 
students’ future success, Woods feels. 

"We must prepare our children to 
become responsible citizens as adults," 
he said. "They need a practical educa- 
tion that will enable them to go out into 
the world to work and raise a family. To 
achieve this, we need everyone's input. 

‘"Although | commend our teachers 
for their efforts to improve our children's 
MEAP scores, we must help them find 
better measuring sticks to evaluate stu- 
dents' performance and put more em- 
phasis on the skills necessary to suc- 
cessfully complete the all-important SAT 
and ACT tests and college entrance 
exams. 

"Administrators and Board mem- 
bers can do their part by working toward 
smaller class sizes," he continued. 
"Right now, in spite of ourteachers’ best 
efforts, some of our students are falling 
behind due to overcrowded classes, yet 
empty rooms are available just down 
the hall. We need to hire new teachers 
to fill these rooms and divide our stu- 
dent population into smaller, more man- 

ageable groups. 

"Finally, localbusinesses also need 
to become more involved in our young 
people's education. Although the dis- 
trict already has an established school- 
business partnership, we need to make 
it even better by recruiting more partici- 
pants and developing more innovative 
programs. Co-optraining and mentoring 
projects are essential in preparing stu- 
dents for a successful career.” 

Woods, a computer systems ana- 
lyst with a bachelor's degree in com- 
puter information systems, realizes how 
important technology will be to our chil- 
dren as they grow up and enter the work 
force. | 

"If our young people are to be com- 
petitive when they enter the job market,

they have to be more than se Raiet 
literate; they must be on top of technol- 
ogy,” Woods explained. "That's why we 
must continue our commitment to pro- 
vide them with the very latest equip- 
ment for their studies. | believe that our 
district should put more emphasis on 
leasing computers instead of buying 
them because today's breakthrough 
technology is often obsolete tomorrow.” 
~Woods also would like to find ways 
to improve students’ chances to earn 
academic and athletic scholarships. 

"Romulus has some of the best 
athletes in the State, but — despite the 
fine efforts of our athletic director, coun- 
selors, and teachers — many are not 
making the cut when it comes to garner- 
ing scholarship money for college,” 
Woods stated. 

"One thing that we can do to im- 
prove this situation is to make an earlier 
Start in preparing students for the com- 
petition they'll face. We need to get 
students involved in organized athletics 
at a younger age; make sure they know 
ahead of time what will be expected of 
them academically; and help them plan 
their curricula to insure completion of 
the core classes required by good col- 
leges and universities. 

"Perhaps we could model all our 
district's athletic programs after the foot- 


ball program at the High School," Woods 
suggested. "The overall grade-point 
average of our football players has con- 
sistently increased over the past few 
years, and much of that success is due 
to policies implemented by the program's 
coaches. We needto hire othercoaches 
who will take as much of an interest in 
developing the whole student — athlet- 
ics andacademics-—as these fine people 
have." 

Despite his busy schedule, Woods 
finds plenty of time to devote to others. 
Besides being an ordained minister and 
serving on the administrative board at 
Saint City Church in Romulus, he:

Since the best way to learn about 
something is to experience it, Barth 
Elementary School resource teacher 
Suzanne Snyder took her students to 
the 34th District Court to see our judicial 
system in action.

"A lot of the Court's fees go to public 
libraries to help fund their programs,” 
he added.

moved to Judge Green's courtroom to 
get a firsthand look at the judicial pro- 
cess. When there was a break in her 
duties, Green welcomed her special 
guests, answered their questions — and 
took the opportunity to teach the stu- 
dents a lesson. Using special goggles 
which impair a person's sight, the judge 
gave each student the opportunity to 
experience the effects of alcohol with- 
out actually drinking it. Finally, a young 
man who was in Court for impaired 
driving asked the Judge if he could 
speak to the students. 

"| drove after drinking, and | am 
ashamed to be here today,” the man 
confessed. "Please, never drink — but if 
you must, then do notdrive," he pleaded. 

The students left the building with a 
better understanding of what a judge 
does and how a court works. Both 
Snyder and the students were thankful 
that Court Administrator Franzeu and 
Judge Tina Brooks Green could find the 
time to explain the judicial system to 
them.

On Saturday, May 2, the Romulus 
Middle School Symphonic Band re- 
ceived a First Division Rating at the 
State Band and Orchestra Festival, held 
at Warren Woods-Tower High School.
